Wasuineton, February 6.—Immediately 
after the reading of the journal the senate 
went into executive session for the purpose 
of referring certain nominations to commit- 
tees. After opening doors, some miscellane- 
ous business was transacted. Then Mr. Mor- 
rill moved to proceed to the consideration of 
the tariff bill. Mr. Terry asked unanimous 
consent to take up the post route bill. Its 
passage Was very necessary 
‘mn connection with the letting of mail 
contracts, and itcould not wait until the 
tariff bill shall have been disposed of. The 
tariff bill wastaken up and Mr. Beck’s amend- 
ment of yesterday was adopted, extending 
the ten cents per pound duty to wools valued 
at 35 cents per pounyd, instead of 33 cents, as 
in the bill. Several amendmenss to the 
schedule of woolen manufactures were 
adopted and others lost. Public business was 
suspended and the senate passed eulogies on 
Mr. Updegraft, of Ohio, and Mr. Hawk, of 
illinois, deceased, and then adjourned, 

THE MEXICAN TREATY. 

It is reported tnat the proposed treaty with 
Mexico providing for a retrial of the Weil and 
LaAbra claims was yesterday withdrawn 
from the senate by the president. 

THE HOUSE ON THE IRON SCHEDULE, 

Wasnuineton, February 6—In the house, 
Mr. Haskell, of Kansas, offered a resoiution 
that on and after February 7th the house 
shall, at 5 o'clock p. m., take a recess until 8 
p.m. Mr. Singleton, of Illinois, objecting to 
its present consideration, it was referred to 
the committee of the whole, and then the 
house at 11:40 went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Briggs of New Hampshire in the 
chair, on the taritf bill. After several amend- 
ments tothe glass schedule had been voted 
down,the house on motion of Mr. Kelley rose 
for: the purpose of closing the 
debate on the pending paragraph, and 
amendment was limited to five minutes. 
The house again went into committee, and 
the glass and crockeryware schedule was 
soon concluded without *amendment. The 
metal schedule was then taken up, and Mr. 
Kelley moved to increase the duty on iron 
ore to 75 cents per ton to 50 cents. Pending 
action on Mr. Kelley’s motion, the committee 
rose. Public business being suspended, ap- 
propriate resolutions upon the life and pub- 
lic services of the late representatives, U pde- 
graff, of Ohio, and Hawk, of Lllinois, were 
adopted. After the delivery of ,the eulogies, 
the house adjourned.

cations that another great monopoly is form- 
ing to enter into telegraphic business, 
not only in competition with the Western 
Union, but with all existing systems. This is 
the Bell Telephone company. That company 
has recently purchased all the rights of the lo- 
cal company which controlled the territory in 
this vicinity. It has also obtained all the rights 
which it fotmerly ceded to companies in New 
England andin western New York. It is about 
to secure the control, if it has not already, of 
all the telephone interests in New York city, 
and yesterday it purchased the controlling 
interest in the Central Telephone company of 
Pittsburg, which controls all the territory in 


western Pennsylvania, eastern Ohio 
and West Virginia, and which 
has telephone systems in all the cities 


in that territory. The object is not entirely 
to conduct a local telephone business, but to 
establish a general telephone system through- 
out the country, and toenter intoa direct 
competition with all companies. That has 
been the ambition of the present owners and 
managers of the Bell company from the start. 
The company is understood to now 
have become rich enough to carry out its 
original plan, and to discontinue the busi- 
ness of renting telephones for a royalty. 
Mr. Vail, the present manager, has fre- 
quently predicted that within a comparatively 
short tame the telephone would be the most 
dangerous rival of the telegraph. The suits 
which it,has as to patentg thus far have all 
resulted in favor of the company. It is éx- 
ected that the suit which has been pending 
before the patent office here for a year will 
also soon be decidedin theirfavor. Last week 
Justice Gray, of the United States supreme 
court, granted an injunction against the Dal- 
beare patent, which was thought to be 
the most serious rival of the _ Bell 
company. But the chief reason why the Bell 
company has not befure entered into the tele- 
vraph business is on account of its contract 
with the Western Union company that it 
would not enter into the business oi transmit- 
ting telegrams for a certain period. One ofthe 
advantages which the American Bell com- 
pany has in forwarding thisscheme is the 
comparatively light expense under waich it 
can act. Good judges state that $7,000,000 will 
purchase the control of the telephone rights 
in the United States, $1,000,000 will pay for 
the connecting lines from city tocity,and $3,- 
000,000 will pay all exvenses necessary to fit 
up telephone exchanges for telegraphic busi- 
ness. This would make a capital of $11,0U0,-

UXORCIDES AND SUICIDES CAUSED 
BY THE CRU&BL PASSION. 


A Western Sheriff Shoots His Mistress and Himsci{— 
Tw.) Massacbusetis Husbands Who Putan End 
to the Careers of Their Wives—A Prisoner 
Kills His Wife, and Shoots Gimeelf. 


New York, February 6.—An epidemic of | 


wife murders and suicides has spread over the 
country. In Loup City, Nebraska, Charles 
Waites, the,:sheriff of Sherman county, shot 
and killed his mistress, Mrs. Ryan, a board- 
ing-house keeper, last night. He then killed 
himself. Jealousy was the cause of the act. 
At about six o’clock this evening, in Lowell, 


| Massachusetts, Robert J. Smith shot and in- 
| Stantly killed his wife at a neighbor’s house 
and then shot himself in the head, inflicting 


a wound which will be fatal. He wasalso jeal- 
ous of his wife’s charms. Following 
this tragedy comes the report of another 
from Worcester, Massachusetts, in 
which James Livingston, of Berlin, 


killed his wife with a hatchet last night, and 
then notified the neighbors. He said that 
both had been drinking, and the killing was 
the result of a quarrel over something which 
happed several weeks ago. Jealousy is said 
to have been the cause of the trouble. Liv- 


ingston, whois under arrest, is sixty years 
old and his wife is forty-five.

THE COURTROOM TRAGEDY. 


The Detalls of the St. Louis Wife Killing and Sul 


cide—A Determined Act. 

Sr. Louis, February 6.—An investigation of 
the Parker murder and suicide in coart yes- 
terday has elicited such evidence as left little 
room to doubt that Mrs. Parker went to her 


death with a full knowledge that it wasimpend- 


ingand with such calmness and courage as are 
seidom witnessed even in cases of public exe- 
cution. The details of the tragedy are as fol- 
lows: John Parker has been in jail a long 
time, charged with murdering a man named 
His case was set for 
trial in the criminal court, and Governor 
Charles P. Johnson, his attorney, asked per- 
mission to see him in the jury room adjoin- 
ing the courtroom. They went there, accom- 
panied by Parker’s wife, his sister, Mrs. Craft 
and Presly N. Jones, another lawyer, and after 


a short conference, Governor Johnson left. A 
'few moments later, two shots were heard 


in the courtroom, and ‘an _ investigation 
showed Parker bad shot his wife through the 
back of the head, and then placed the pistol 
to his head and fired again. The woman 


| died immediately, and Parker, after lying un- 
| conscious about forty minutes, also expired. 
' Mrs. Craft gave the pistol to her brother to 


defend himself because she had heard Pay- 
ton’s brother had threatened to kill him on 
sight. Both bodies were taken to the morgue. 
Parker was a moulder by trade and a hard 
case. He killed Payton in a saloon brawl,

The Sensational Damage Suit Which is Stidring a 
Hoosier Town. 

LAFAYETTE, February 6.—The one and all-

nounced Gowgar), the editress of Our Herald 
and a noted temperance lecturer and wo- 
man’s rights advocate, vs. Harry Mandler, 
chief of police, which is now pending. The 
plaintiff, it will be remembered, sues for $10,- 
000 for alleged defamation of character, she 
charging that the defendant circulated astory 


;to the effect that she bad been guilty of 


adultery with Captain W. DeWitt Wallace. 
To this charge Chief of Police Mandler plead- 
ed justification. The trial began a week ago 
to-day, and has not been withoutits sensa- 
tional features. At the very beginning an 
effurt on the part of ths defense to establish 
the specific act on which the suit was brought 
by other acts priorto it was met Oy the 
plaintiff by an assertion that this would be 


| illegal; that the defense must confine them- 


selves to the one act in question, and that no 
precedent for such course existed. The point

WAS BITTERLY CONTESTED 

by both sides and finally resulted in a deci- 
sion in favor of the defendant. This decision, 
in the opinion of every one with whom your 
correspondent talked, virtually settled the 
case, for it was the general belief that Mrs. 


| Gougar hed long been an adultress and that 
| the admission of evidence relating to other 
‘acts than that specified in the complaint 


would lead to the opening of a perfect cess- 
pool of lewdness. That this belief was not 
altogether unfounded has been demonstrated 
by the evidence so faradduced. 

The trial began last Monday a week ago, 
and from the first has attracted almost 
national attention. During the building of a 
new court-house the spacious council cham- 
ber is being used as a court-room, and the 
room is packed with interested spectators 
from the opening until the close of court each 
day. Hundreds are turned away daily, and 
there is some talk of renting the Grand 
opera-house for the remainder of the trial. 

THE aUDIENCES 
attending the daily seances of this cause cele- 
bra are composed of the better class of people, 
and itis said some of them pay pretty good 
prices for even standing room. 

Each day develops something new in this now 
celebrated case, and the evidence so far elici 
ted is da.naging to the character of the plain- 
tiff. The testimony has not been without its 
dirty features, aod this is the more eurprising 
considering the hitherto high so- 
cial standing oof Mrs. Gougar and 
Captain Wallace. The people are generally 


herself up to tne public as a model of what 
the women of this century could and should 
be.

She is a wo 
man of commanding carriage, tall, supple 
and graceful, and her face, though shuwing 
the marks of time, is still vefy attractive. 
She is credited with being a woman of rare 
mental ability, a fluent talker anda writer 
of no mean pretensions. Her paper, Our 
Herald, has frequently made its sting felt, 
and its aggr+ ssiveness has not been altogether 
irresponsible for the unpleasant situation in 
which she now finds herself. 

John D. Gougar, the husband of the plain- 
tiff in this case, isa small, pleasant-lookin 

ntleman, with dark hair and whiskers an

He is of aretiring disposition, yet alwaxs 
gentlemanly and highly respected by ev 
one. It has always been said of him that he 
was ‘“‘the man without a known enemy.” 
The very damaging testimony concerning the 
faithlessness ot the woman in whom he has 
always placed the most implicit confidence is 
having its effect upon him, and the close of 
each day but adds to the burden of sorrow so 
plainly depicted on his face. Wrapped up in 
his business and having the strictest confi- 
dence in his wife’s integrity, this case has 
ours. like a thunder-cloud upon him. 

Captain DeWitt Wallace, the alieged para- 
mour of the plaintiff, seems to be the worst 
broken up party in the case. His manner, 
usually, easy and dignified, is quick and ner- 
vous, and he looks likea man momentarily 
expecting the crack of doom, yet dreading its 
coming.

AN INDIAN RAID. 


The Red Fienda Riding KRoughshod Over the Frop- 
tier Setticments of New Mexieo.

LorpspurG, New Mexico, February 6.— 
Fifty Indians appeared near Owens s station, 
twelve miles from Clifton, last evening, mov- 
ing towards Horse Shoe canon, New Mexico, 
and the telegraph line has been cut between 
Cifton and Owens’s ranche, and it is there- 
fore impossible to say whether 
Clifton bas been raided or 
not. H. and F. Porter telegraph from 
York's ranche that they saw six‘y Indians 
about twelve miles below York’s yesterday 
with sixty head of stock. The whole Gila 
region is alarmed and the settlers are making 
preparations to prevent arepetition of the 
massacre of last April. They are wholly un- 
protected. The Indians are undobtedly the 
same as those who have been committing 
depredations in Mexico. 

CAPTAIN PAYNE'S INVASION, 
Special to The Constitution. 

Sr. Louis, February 6.—Advices from the 
Indian Territory are to the effect that the In- 
dians are greatly excited regarding the inva- 
sion of Oklahoma by Captain Payne and his 
followers, They fear that Payne’s persistence 
will ultimately force the government to com- 
promise, leading to a settlement of that part 
of the territory, and the opinion is divided 
among the leaders as to whether the expul- 
sion of the invaders ought to be left wholly to 
the government, or whether the Indians 
ought not to assist in driving them out. Gen- 
eral Pope’s troops are guarding the border.

Mr. Gladstone will be back in 
Downing street by the 12th much improved 
in health, and the party managers are sound- 
ing their respective alarms on all sides. It is 
conceded thatit will be an exciting session, 
and there is certainly enough important work 
cut out for it. Of the Irish party great ex- 
pectations are entertained, and the conserva- 
tives are exasperated to the last degree over 
the results of their proposal that  Ire- 
land should be _ disfranchised before 
it can be properly governed, It has 
strengthened Mr. Puarnell’s fillowing from 
the most unexpected quarters, and has serve’ 
almost as well as an entire session of parlia- 
mentary agitation would have done, to em- 
phasize the true character and status of the 
Irish question. ‘he Times foretells that the 
meeting of parliament will be signalized by a 
vehement outburst of indignation from the 
Irish member. Noobstruction is :ooked for, 
Mr. Parnell having set his face agatnst it; but 
it is feared that the Irish party, having gained 
immensely in moral strength, will proceed to 


ite end by surer methods and a more 
effectwal policy. ® The intention 
of a large proportion of the 


government is that they shall have the oppor- 
tunity of putting forward their claims to a 
fair share of parliamentary attention for the 
practical reforms which they intend to sug- 
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gest, and which Mr. Chamberlain has just de 
scribed as not materially different from the 
measures which it is intended to propose for 
Ireland and England. The present temper of 
the Irish constituencies is to return two new 
members of parliament for every agitator 
that the government consigns to Kilmainham. 

The great local question in London during, 
the latter part of the session will be the new 
municipality. Some idea of the importance 
attributed to this new corporation may be 
gained from the fact that it is intended to 
ask the duke of Westminster to become its 
first lord mavor. 

UNEASINESS IN FRANCE. 

Paris, February 6.—Public uneasiness is in- 
creasing. The impression prevails that the 
army does not like the expulsion bill. An in- 
timation to this effect has been ovat, £8 to 
President Grevy. In the vote for members of 
the committee, M, Testelis’s m-°jority over 
the candidate hostile to the bill was only one. 
M St. Hilaire, who is prepared to yote a law 
against attacks on the republic by princes or 
anvbody else, was appointed president of the 
committee. 

It is rumored that Senator Challemel La- 
eur has conditionally accepted a post in the 
new ministry. In well informed circles it is 
expected that the debate in the senate on ex 
pulsion bill will result in the resignation of 
M. Fallieres, presid@nt of the council and the 
formation of a cabinet under the presidency 
of Jules Ferry. 

THE CZAR'S CORONATION, 

St. PererspurG, February 6.—The czar has 
issued his manifesto giving notice of his cor- 
enation at Moscow on the 27th of May. The 
manifesto is addresscd “To all Russian sub- 
jects.” An ukase orders the attendance at 
Moscow, on the occasion of the coronation, 
of all the marshals of the nobility and the 
prefects of provincial capitals, except those 
ot Siberia, whose attendance is excused on 
account of distance, and presidents of rural 
and urban administrations. The minister of 
the household is charged with the daty of 
making the necessary preparations. He will 
be assisted by a special commissioner. 

The Times, in’ leading editorial comment- 
ing on the emperor of Ru-sa’s coronation 
manifesto, says: Mueb too littie attention is 
attracted by the subsidence of the revolution: 
ary storm, and the reassertion of ascendancy 
by the permanent forces of Russian society. 
rhe events of the last few weeks indicate the 
break up, at any rate for the present, of the 
wicked and sterile conspiracy. St. Peters. 
burg has resumed its normal appearance. The 
palace is open to guests and the programme 
of the czar’s movements is announced for the 
next three months. 

SPANISH AMERICA. 

Ciry or Mexico, February 6.—Lionel Car- 
den, British consul at Havana, arrived here 
last night. He is sent by the British govern- 
ment to ascertain what must be done to de- 
velop British trade in Mexico, and what can 
be done regarding the Mexican bonds held in 
England, and also to take steps towards a re- 
newal of diplomatic relations between Mexico 
and Great Britain. Well informed persons 
say that an unconditional pro | from Eng- 
land for a renewal of such relations will be 
accepted by Mexico. An official telegram 
from Valparaiso says: The Spanish frigate has 
arrived there and exchanged?salutes with the 
forts and diplomatic relations between Spain 
and Chili have been resumed.

There is no doubt that the protest of the 
governor of Pennsylvania is a timely one, 
and, together with the simplicity which the 
governor of New York has inaugurated, is an 
evidence that the empty titles and formalities 
of office have made no impression on the 
American mind.

WOMEN OVERWEIGHTED. 
From the Detroit Free Press, 

In discussing the equality of the sexes, Professor 
Huxley once said that maternity always had over- 
weighted, and always would overweight, woman in 
the race of life. No superiority of intellect, no fac- 
ulty of endurance can overcome this one hindrance, 
It must always engross enough of-uer time and 
thought, to say nothing of her energy, to prevent 
her from competing with man on anything like 
equal terms for the prizes of life. ’ 

It would appear, moreover, ihat she is over- 
weighted in a literal as well asa figurative sense, 
and thatin response to demands of fashion she vol- 
untarily o’erburdens herself with garments ingeni- 
ously constructed to impede her aetual progress in 
feet and inches, as well as her development into a 
competitor with man for the rewards of labor. 

A few weeks since the high medical authori y of 
the London Lancet declared that the attention cf 
medical practitioners needs to be drawn to the fact 
that the feeling of weakness of which some women 
complain is natural exhaustion from carrying a 
burden that few strong men would care to bear. 
The waist is encircled as witha belt to which a load 
heavier than a felon’s chain is attached, and the 
shoulders and chest are compressed by the addi- 
tional burden. Breathing islaboriously performed 
and the contents of the trunk and pelvis are thrurt 
down witb a force which, if expressed in pounds, 
would occasion considerable surprise. 

To bring the assertion to a practical test, a repor- 
ter of the New York Times visited several dress 
goods shops and ascertained the weight of various 
articles of feminine apparel. Dresses of silk, plush, 
ladies’ cloth and cloth skirt, and velvet and cloth 
weighed from three and a half to six pounds. Steel 
trimmings, now out of fashion, and jet trimmings 
increase these weights very materially. At some 
places, heavy winter skirts of cloth, cashmere, satin 
and plush weighed nine to twelve pounds: heavy 
felt skirts worn under light dresses weighed from 
eight to ten pounds; a ball dress of blue and white 
satin and plush, looking as lightand giry as the 
clouds, butin which the wearer expectsto dance 
continuously for several hours, weighed 
with train and corsage twelve pounds. Un- 
derskirts weigh from one-half to two pounds; fur- 
lined dolmans and sealskin sacques weigh from six 

totwelve pounds So that many women when 
fully clothed must carry from twelve to twenty-four 
pounds of weight upon their hipsand half as much 
more upon their shoulders, making a total of eigh- 
teen to thirty-six pounds. What man would under- 
take -to perform his daily business, or take 
his pleasure by throwing aside his sus- 
penders and carrying about with him a twelve- 
pound weight in each pocket of his trousers? 
W.uld not he be exhausted and feel weak, and be 
obliged to call in a doctor and be repaired with 
tonics and stimulants? When to all thisare added 
nore or less tight lacing and high-heeled shoes, in 
order toimitate which a man would need to walk 
about witha peg- top under hisinstep, one begins 
to perceive the physical disadvantages at which 
large numbers of women find themselves in any 
ki' d of a struggle for existence with ‘the tyrant 
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One physician in condemnirig the heavv weights 
which women afflict ihemselves said that the 

troubles were not confined to the so-called upper 
classes or fashionabie people. ‘The lower classes 
particularly wear heavy weights about their waists 
xnd use ill-fitting corset. In his hospital practice 
he has kuown a woman whose liver has been cut 
almostin two by wearing skirts tightly around her 
waist with worn-out corsets. Many women 
are daily fagged out by the heaviness of their 
dresses, to which is added the strain 
held up by supporters to the waist 
tor said the fatigue caused by carrying 
clothing is an element of great trouble in¥organic 
disease. The fashion of contracted skirts is also 
very bad, because, in addition to the weight, the 
dress cramps and confines.the limbs, and compels a 
woman to put forth just that much more exertion 
in walking or climbing steps. 

This exposition and remonstrance is not,of course, 
intended to reform women’s “‘habits.’’ Nothing 
can do that. Women dying of nervous diseases 
which, according to medical authority, are provok- 
ed or aggravated by the heavy-weighted clothing 
they wear, would no more lighten them bya single 
bead, ora half ounce of material, if fashion for- 
bade, than they would, when in full dress, cut off 
the superfluous train dragging upon the ground 
and tugging at their vitals, and add it to the absent 
or diminished portions ot the upper part of their 
apparel. These d:scussions are merely interesting 
as descriptions of the curious customs and customs 
of the female sex: but they will do no more toward 
their reform or abolition than the tales of travelers 
could prevent the Chinese trom squeezing the feet 
of their women, or the Flathead Indians from press- 
ing the heads of their papooses.
